The Visit to Ontario. 

Tn order to find out what had been 
tried at other places to overcome like 
your commissioners  visit- 
ed Ontario where at one time tere 
were in existence so-called cowpera- 
tive plants which were practically 
joint stock compaties, bnilt by darm- 
ers who formed joint stock companies 
far the purposes These plants did not 
Seceed for the reason that the farm. 
er himeelf, although a stockholder,
